I  should  like  in  this  introduction  to  mention  a  few  of  the  more 
important  matters  dealt  with  in  the  body  of  the  Report. 

,  .77The  p°pulftion  °f  *5°  District  according  to  the  1961  Census  was 

J’g7  ancV«®  RGglstrar  General‘s  estimate  of  the  population  at  mid- 
19e2  was  4,830  -  an  estimated  increase  of  153. 

The  number  of  live  births  assignable  to  the  District  was  106 
compared  with  93  m  the  year  1961.  This  gives  a  Birth  Rate  of  21.9 

iftV 5ti0£  (?d;justed  23-5)  as  compared  with  the  figures  of 
Ib.O  and  18.28  for  England  and  Wales  and  the  County  of  Lancaster 

respectively.  The  Birth  Rate  of  21. 9  is  the  highest  since  1 948  when 
a  figure  of  25. 1  was  recorded. 


The  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  District  for  the  year  1962 
was  106  which  is  13  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  Death  Rate 
was,  therefore,  12.0  per  1,000  population  (adjusted  13.9).  The  Death 
14  27)°r  Sngland  and  Wales  was  11 *9  and  for  Lancashire  12.85  (adjusted 


Comparing  the  causes  of  death  with  those  of  the  previous  year 
one  finds  that  there  are  25  deaths  attributable  to  heart  diseases  which 
is  14  more  than  m  the  previous  year.  Of  these  deaths  16  were  due  to 
coronary  disease  of  the  heart.  This  may  be  regarded  as  the  great 
epidemic  of  modern  times.  It  has  a  special  importance  in  that  it  often 
kills  men  at  the  height  of  their  careers.  Tho  disease  is  more  common 
among  the  overweight,  sedentary,  professional  and  executive  classes. 
Many  factors  have  been  blamed  such  as  smoking,  lack  of  exercise, 
obesity  and_ foods  rich  in  certain  types  of  fats.  Regular  exorcise  and 
moderation  in  diet  would  appear  to  be  the  best  way  of  reducing  tho 
incidence  of  coronary  thrombosis.  Deaths  from  malignant  disease 
including  leukaemia  numbered  6  in  1 962  as  compared  with  9  in  the 
previous  year.  Of  the  6  deaths  due  to  malignant  disease,  3  were  due 
to  cancer  of  the  lungs,  and  in  this  connection  it  is  well  to  remember 
that  the  Report  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  published  in  1 962 
confirmed  the  previous  evidence  regarding  the  definite  relationship 
between  tabacco  smoking  and  this  disease.  As  in  the  previous  year  no 
deaths  from  motor  vehicle  accidents  were  recorded  but  in  1962  there 
were  4  deaths  from  other  accidents  as  compared  with  none  in  1961.  It 
is  pleasing  to  note  that  as  in  the  previous  year  there  were  no  deaths 
from  tuberculosis.  Deaths  from  other  causes  showed  only  minor 
variations  with  the  previous  year.

e  n  ]  ln  thG  prGVaous  year«  This  gives  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rato 
ol  9.4  per  1,000  live  births  as  compared  with  the  figure  of  21,4  for  the 
Country  as  a  whole.  It  is  also  pleasing  to  note  that  once  again  there 
were  no  deaths  due  to  pregnancy  or  childbirth  and  no  still  births  were 
recorded  in  tho  past  year.  Such  figures  speak  well  for  the  maternity 
services  of  the  District. 


.  now  to  infectious  diseases  it  is  found  that  there  were  29 

notifications,  one  of  scarlot  fever  and  28  of  measles  whilst  in  the 
previous  year  there  were  79  notifications  -  2  of  scarlet  fever,  75 
measles,  1  of  dysontery  and  1  of  whooping  cough. 
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No  notifications  of  dipthoria  or  poliomyelitis  were  received  "but  it 
is  still  of  vital  importance  that  immunisation  and  vaccination  against 
these  diseases  should  he  maintained.  In  addition  two  cases  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year  whilst  there 
were  no  such  notifications  in  the  previous  year.  One  of  the  cases 
was  a  pupil  attending  a  school  in  the  District  and  arrangements  were 
being  made  at  the  end  of  the  year  for  a  Mass  Miniature  Radiography 
Unit  to  visit  the  school  early  in  1963*  A  Mass  Miniature  Radiography 
Unit  did,  in  fact,  carry  out  a  survey  in  Longridge  in  1962,  the  report 
of  the  survey  is  given  in  this  Report.  Although  there  has  been  a 
marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  tuberculosis  it  is  still 
a  formidable  disease  and  it  should  not  be  assumed  too  soon  that  it 
has  been  defeated.  The  scheme  for  B.C.G.  vaccination  of  school 
children  against  tuberculosis  is  a  valuable  provontitive  measure  and 
mass  miniature  radiography  is  a  useful  means  of  detecting  this 
disease  and  other  chest  conditions  in  their  early  stages. 

A  high  standard  of  environmental  hygiene  is  of  vital  importance 
to  the  health  of  any  community.  A  perusal  of  the  Report  will  show 
that  careful  attention  has  been  given  to  such  matters  as  housing, 
refuse  collection,  atmospheric  pollution,  food  hygiene,  water  supply 
and  other  aspects.  I  am  most  grateful  to  Mr.  N.  Page,  Public  Health 
Inspector,  for  the  capable  and  enthusiastic  manner  in  which  he 
carries  out  his  duties  in  regard  to  all  these  important  matters. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  other  Officers  and  Staff  for 
their  co-operation  at  all  times. 

Finally,  I  should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  continued  support  and  encouragement.

Analysis  of  Causes  of  Death 

Diseases  of  the  heart  were  the  largest  single  cause  of  death 
and  numbered  10  more  than  1961. 

Deaths  from  malignant  diseases  were  3  less  than  in  the  previous 
year.  Vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  caused  the  same  number 
of  deaths  as  in  1961. 


Infant  Mortality 


There  was  one  death  of  an  infant  under  one  year  and  three  in 
the  previous  year.  This  gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  9*4  per 
1 ^000  live  births  as  compared  with  32.3  in  the  previous  year.  The 
infant  mortality  rate  for  England  and  -Wales  as  a  whole  is  21.4* 
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The  cause  of  death  of  the  infant  is  given  below.

.There  were  two  new  cases  of  Respiratory  and  no  new  cases  of  Non- 
Respiratory  Tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year. 

One  of  the  two  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  concerned, 
attended  a  Longridge  School,  all  contacts  at  the  school  attended  a 
session  of  Mass  Radiography  specially  arranged  at  the  school. 

There  was  no  death  attributable  to  Respiratory  Tuberculosis. 

One  case  of  Respiratory  and  one  case  of  Non— Respiratory  Tubercul¬ 
osis  was  removed  from  the  Register  during  the  year. 

The. death  rate  per  1,000  of  population  from  this  disease  is  0.00 
for  Respiratory  and  Non— Respiratory.  The  comparative  figures  for 
England  and  Wales  are  0.059  and  0.007  respectively.

Assistance  ( Amendment )  Act,  1951* 

This  Act  gives  local  authorities  further  powers  to  enable  them 
to  deal  expediently  with  certain  cases  of  persons  in  need  of  care 
and  attention  which  they  are  not  receiving  from  other  people.  Where 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  another  registered  medical 
practitioner  certify  that,  in  the  case  of  a  person  to  whom  Section 
47  (l)  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948  applies,  it  is  necessary 
in  their  opinion  that  he  should  be  removed  without  delay  from  the 
premises  in  which  he  is  residing,  an  application  for  a  removal 
order  may  be  made  immediately  to  the  appropriate  magistrates.  Any 
order  made  under  these  provisions  is  valid  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  three  weeks.

The  total  notifications  of  29  cases  of  infectious  disease 
compares.  with  79  cases  in  1961. 


It  will  be  seen  from  the  table  above  that  the  majority  of 
notifications  were  in  respect  of  Measles.

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-INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


Tho  presence  of  brucella  organisms  in  milk  continues  to 
present  problems  which  will  always  be  associated  xdth  the 
distribution  of  raw  milk.  Following  a  report  that  brucella 
organisms  had  been  found  in  milk  retailed  outside  the  district, 
visits  were  made  to  the  farm  concerned  and  individual  samples 
obtained  from  the  herd.

Seventyfivc  samples  of  milk  were  obtained  from  individual  cows 
before  being  introduced  to  a  milking  herd.  Ten  of  the  cows 
were  rejected.

MEAT 


There  is  one  slaughterhouse  in  the  district  which  bao  h©an 
"brought  up  to  the  standard  required  for  present  day  slaughtering. 
The  conditions  have  been  satisfactory  and  a  good  standard  of 
cleanliness  maintained. 

Of  the  147  cattle  inspected  during  the  year  only  one  animal 
was  found  to  "be  infected  with  tuberculosis,  giving  a  percentage  of 
of  the  whole.  The  percentage  of  disease  except  tuberculosis 
found  in  the  animals  inspected  is  also  very  low  the  standard  of 
animals  slaughtered  being  very  high  and  of  first  quality. 

During  the  year  there  were  85  cattle,  62  cows,  364  sheep  and 
65  pigs  slaughtered  and  examined.  Part  of  one  carcase  was 
condemned  for  Tuberculosis.  Three  cattle,  9  cows  and  10  sheep 
had  some  part  or  organ  condemned.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to 
carry  out  refridgeration  treatment  for  the  elimination  of 
Cysticerci. 

The  arrangements  of  past  years  of  condemned  meat  being 
voluntarily  surrendered  and  dealt  with  at  a  specialist  factory 
has  again  operated  satisfactorily. 

Approximately  20  lbs.  of  other  foods  were  examined  and 
condemned  as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption.  This  food  was 
surrendered  and  disposed  of  by  the  Health  Department. 

POOD  HYGIENE 


Visits  have  been  made  to  food  shops  during  the  year. 
Improvements  have  been  carried  out  and  the  general  standard  has 
been  raised.  Difficulty  is  always  encountered  when  dealing 
with  the  small  one  man  business  which  incorporates  cottage  type 
living  accommodations,  lack  of  space  prevents  the  proper  shop 
layout  and  facilities  being  provided. 

Mobile  food  shops  are  steadily  improving  and  provision  of 
readily  available  hand  washing  facilities  are  now  the  rule  rather 
than  the  exception. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT 


Very  little  smoke  pollution  from  industrial  sources  has 
occurred,  all  large  plants  are  stoked  mechanically  and  have  been 
satisfactory  during  the  year. 

Serious  complaints  of  grit  nuisances  have  been  received  in 
one  area  and  a  large  number  of  consultations  have  taken  place 
to  endeavour  to  find  a  satisfactory  solution.  Alterations  to 
existing  plant  by  conversion  to  oil  firing  and  increasing  the 
height  of  the  chimney  are  now  proposed  and  it  is  hoped  that 
conditions  will  be  more  satisfactory.  The  control  of  domestic 
smoke  has  not  yet  been  undertaken,  though  decussions  have  been 
held  on  this  matter.

WATER  SUPPLY 


. .  J®1©  water  supply  to  tho  Longridge  area  is  tho  responsibility  of 

the  Preston  and  District  Water  Board  and  I  am  grateful  to  Mr.  J.F. 
Bailey ,  the  Water  Engineer  and  Manager,  for  supplying  tho  statistics 
relating  to  the  water  supplied  to  Longridge.  The  supply  continues 
to  be  an  upland  water  source  collected  from  Longridge  Pell,  water 
omg  piped  from  the  Dilworth  reservoir  situated  above  the  township, 
iho  quality  has  been  good  and  no  complaints  of  tainting  have  been 
received.  No  restrictions  were  put  on  the  use  of  water,  the  supply 
throughout  the  year  being  plentiful. 


Chemical  and  bacteriological  tests  have  as  in  the  past  been 
carried  out  at  the  laboratory  in  Chapel  Brow,  Longridge,  where 

weekly  tests  and  examinations  are  undertaken  as  a  routine  measure 
throughout  the  year. 


In  the  case  of  the  Longridge  water  supply,  13  bacteriological 
samples  of  treated  water  from  taps  on  consumers'  premises  were 
taken  and  31  samples  from  intakes  and  reservoirs.  All  the  treated 
water  samples  proved  satisfactory.  Two  chemical  analyses  were 
carried  out  and  were  satisfactory.

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NEW  LEGISLATION 


National  Assistance-  Act}_  1948  (Amendment)  Act,  1962 

This  Act  amends  Section  31  of  the  National  Assistance  Act, 

1948?  and  empowers  Local  Authorities  to  make  such  arrangements  as 
they  think  fit  for  providing  meals  and  recreation  for  old  people 
in  their  homos  or  elsewhere  and  may  employ  voluntary  organisations 
as  their  agents  for  this  purpose.  They  may  also  recover  any  such 
charges  as  they  may  determine  and  may  assist  any  voluntary 
organisation  who  are  providing  meals  for  old  people  hy  contributing 
to  their  funds,  permitting  the  use  of  premises  and  by  making 
available  furniture,  vehicles  or  equipment  cither  as  a  gift  or 
loan  or  otherwise. 

Health  Visiting  and  Social  Work  (Training)  Act,  1962. 

This  Act  establishes  two  Councils  with  functions  relating  to 
the  training  of  health  visitors  and  training  in  social  work  and  for 
securing  sui table  facilities  by  courses  etc.  as  may  be  appropriate. 
Authority  is  also  given  for  these  Councils  to  conduct  examinations. 

Shops  (Airports)  Act,  1962. 

This  Act  exempts  shops  at  certain  designated  international 
airports  from  the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1950?  relating  to 
hours  of  closing. 

Landlord  and  Tenant  Act,  1962. 

This  Act  requires  that  whore  rent  for  a  house  is  payable 
weekly  it  is  the  duty  of  a  landlord  to  provide  a  rent  book  or 
similar  document  for  use  in  respect  of  the  premises,  and  such 
rent  book  shall  contain  the  name  and  address  of  the  Landlord 
and  other  relevant  information. 

The  Preservatives  in  Food  Regulations,  1 962. 

These  Regulations  re-enact,  with  amendments,  the  previous  nine 
Regulations  dating  from  1925  to  1958.  The  principal  changes  include 
an  extension  to  the  list  of  permitted  preservatives 5  certain  foods 
may  contain  preservatives  in  excess  of  the  limits  provided  the 
food  is  covered  by  a  statement  in  the  prescribed  form|  and  that 
where  food  is  certified  by  a  public  analyst  as  containing  any 
preservative  not  permitted  by  the  Regulations,  the  food  may  be 
condemned  as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

The  Emulsifiers  and  Stabilisers  in  Food  Reflations,  1962. 

Those  Regulations  prescribe  a  list  of  permitted  emulsifiers 
and  stabilisers  and  prohibit  the  sale  or  importation  of  food 
which  contains  such  materials  other  than  those  on  the  permitted 
list.  Such  substances  are  prohibited  for  sale  in  flour  and  the 
particular  emulsifiers  which  bread  may  contain  are  specially 
mentioned.  The  sale  of  cream  containing  thickening  substances 
is  prohibited  as  also  is  the  sale  or  advertisement  of  the 
thickening  substances  themselves.  Where  a  public  analyst 
certifies  any  food  as  containing  any  emulsifier  or  stabiliser 
so  as  to  constitute  an  offence  under  these  Regulations,  then 
such  food  may  be  treated  as  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

The  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations 
(Appointed  Day)  Orders,  1962. 

These  two  Orders  further  extend  the  above  Regulations  to 
certain  named  Local  Authorities  situated  throughout  the  country.

These  Regulations  amend  various  other  Food  and  Drug’s 
Regulations  hy  applying  specifically  certain  sections  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1 955?  in  regard  to  legal  proceedings.

+Th?®°  ' Ro6^1ations  do  not  automatically  apply  to  houses  let

particular  houses,  if  it  appears  to  them  that  the  house  is  in  an 
unsatisfactory  state  hy  reason  of  failure  to  maintain  proper 
standards  of  management. 

Having  made  the  Order,  the  Local  Authority  may  then  serve  on 
+hG  manager  of  the  house  notice  requiring  him  to  execute  all  works 
to  make  good  the  neglect,  and  in  default  the  Local  Authority  may 
do  the  work  and  recover  the  expenses.  "Manager"  in  this  context 
moans  the  owner  or  lessee  who  receives  the  rents  or  other  payments 
from  tenants  or  lodgers  therein.  The  Regulations  provide  that 
premises  shall  he  in  good  order,  repair  and  cleanliness.,  and  have 
satisfactory  water  supply  and  drainage;  lighting  and  heating 
installations;  provisions  for  rooms,  halls  and  staircases  in 
common  use;  windows  and  other  means  of  ventilation,  and  means 
of  escape  in  case  of  fire.  Managers  are  required  to  ensure  that 
refuse  is  satisfactorily  dealt  with  and  steps  arc  to  he  taken 
to  protect  residents  from  injury  as  a  result  of  structural 
conditions  in  the  premises.  The  manager  of  a  house  to  which 
he  Regulations  have  been  made  to  apply  is  required  to  display  a 
copy  of  them  for  the  information  of  the  occupants  and  provide  the 
Local  Authority  on  request  with  particulars  of  all  such  occupants 
and  use  of  rooms.  The  Local  Authority  is  also  required  to  keep  a 
Register  of  such  managers.  Those  Regulations  were  primarily 
introduced  to  deal  with  the  worsening  situation  of  such  houses,  most 
of  which  appear  to  he  confirmed  to  the  larger  cities  of  this  country.

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Smith  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submi^'to  you  my  fifteenth  annual 
report  covering  the  environmental  health  of  the  district  of 
Longridge  together  with  comments  on  the  various  aspects  of  the 
work  carried  out  by  tho  health  department. 

Year  by  year  it  has  become  obvious  that  new  legislation  and 
new  thinking  in  the  field  of  public  health  haB  increased  tho 
work  tremendously.  Now  acts  and  regulations  are  constantly  being 
enacted  thereby  raising  and  improving  the  conditions  under  which 
we  live. 

The  steady  rate  that  improvement  grants  are  being  received 
means  that  our  housing  standards  are  improving,  though  there  is  in 
the  district  a  number  of  stone  built  houses  100  to  1 5°  years  old, 
lacking  modern  amenities  and  containing  serious  faults  that  should 
be  dealt  with  in  the  near  future. 

It  is  estimated  that  90  per  cent  of  the  privately  owned  houses 
are  owner  occupied  which  has  resulted  in  the  applications  for 
standard  grants  being  almost  without  exception  made  by  such  owners. 
The  policy  of  the  Council  in  allowing  householders  to  borrow  money 
on  the  cost  of  the  work  bourne  by  owners  is  a  sound  one,  and  means 
that  improvements  are  made,  where,  because  of  financial  difficulties 
the  necessary  work  would  not  be  done. 

Tho  standards  found  in  the  retail  shops  arc  improving  though 
difficulties  are  constantly  being  met  with  where  tho  premises 
comprise  of  house  and  shop.  Owing  to  lack  of  space  and  bad 
arrangement  it  is  not  always  possible  to  achieve  the  best  possible 
conditions  required  by  tho  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

The  mobile  shops  operating  in  the  district  are  generally  in 
good  condition  and  comply  with  the  standards  laid  down  by  the 
Regulations.  In  only  isolated  cases  are  the  conditions  below 
present  day  requirements. 

Co-operation  with  owners  of  premises  has  been  good,  and  the 
relationship  between  owners  and  the  Health  Department  has  been 
very  satisfactory.  The  fact  that  dealings  are  direct  and  personal 
is  a  contributory  factor  in  dealing  with  complaints  that  arise  in 
the  district.

A  part  time  operatS**  is  employed  for  the  purpose  of  rodent 
control.  No  major  infestation  of  mice  or  rats  were  encountered 
during  the  year.  The  figures  for  infestations  found  and  reported 
are  roducodfrom  those  of  the  previous  year.  The  Council  continue 
to  give  a  Mr*  service  for  domestic  premises,  which  no  doubt 
ensures  that  all  complaints  of  rodent  infestations  are  readily 
reported. 

Two  six  monthly  treatments  of  the  Council’s  sewage  system 
was  carried  out.  In  the  case  of  one  treatment  only  seven  manholes 
showed  takes,  the  other  treatment  had  a  negative  result,  no  takes 
being  reported. 

Commercial  premises  and  farms  continue  to  be  treated  when 
requested  and  charges  made  on  a  time  and  material  basis. 

No  Contracts  are  entered  into.
